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TRUMAN TAUNTS DAN REARDON OUT, REFUSAL 


PEARSON, PERON 
UN NOMINATIONS 


FOR NOBEL PRIZE’. 


Says They Probably En- 
tered Own Names — 
Laughs at Cartoon on 
‘s.o.b.’ Incident Show- 
ing Him Biting a Dog. 


WASHINGTON Feb. 24 (UP)— 
President Truman told his press 
conference today that Columnist 
Drew Pearson and President Peron 
of Argentina probably had nomi- 
nated themselves for the 1949 
Nobel peace prize. 

Word came from Oslo, Norway, 
last night that President Peron 
and his wife, Pearson and Mrs. 
Eleanor’ Roosevelt were among 23 
nominees for the prize. 

Elmer Davis, American Broad- 
casting Co. commentator who 
identified himself to the President 
today as a colleague of Pearson’s, 
asked if by any chance had this 
Government nominated Peron and 
Pearson. 

The President said he could say 
no categorically. Then as an aft- 
erthought, he said they probably 
nominated themselves. 

Questioned About 8. 0. b.“ 


Truman came in for some 

mirthful questioning about his use 
of the initials 8. o. b.“ in a slap at 
Pearson Tuesday night. Truman 
at that time defended Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan of St. Louis, 
his military aide, for accepting an 
Argentine medal. Pearson had 
criticized Vaughan for taking the 
medal. 
When reporters asked what re- 
action had been received to his 
declaring that no “s.o.b” was going 
to tell him whom to hire or fire 
in the Government, Truman 
grinned. ‘The reactions, he said, 
were very satisfying to him. 
He laughed -when a reporter 
told him that some of his col- 
leagues were asking if he might 
get ‘a doctor of letters” degree 
from Rollins College in Florida as 
as a result of the speech. Truman 
is to receive @ degree from the 
school when he goes to Florida 
for a vacation next month.

Pearson did not attend the press 
conference. He seldom does. 

A new protest over the Presi- 
dent’s choice of words came, 
meantime, from Representative 
Hoffman (Rep.), Michigan. Hoff- 
man told the House today that “a 
man who feels impelled to resort 
to such language is not the 
kind of a man who should hold the 
office hondred by Washington and 
Lincoln.” 


For Continuing Aid. 


In earlier questioning, the Presi- 
dent told reporters that the Mar- 
shall plan should be continued 
until European recovery is as- 
sured. 

He said he was “immensely gra- 
tified” by news of the armistice 
signed by Israel and Egypt. He 
expressed hope that Israel and the 
other Arab states would follow 
“this pattern for peace.” 

Truman’s statement on the Mar- 
shall plan came when reporters 
brought up a report made to the 
United Nationg Economic and 
Social Council yesterday to the ef- 
fect that British economic recov- 
ery is nearly complete.

STOCK PRICES DROP 
TO LOWEST LEVEL 
SINCE LAST MARCH

NEW YORK, Feb. 24 (AP)—The 
general level of stock prices 
dropped to the lowest since last 
March today. The decline was the 


fifth on consecutive market days. 
(The United Press estimated the 
loss in stock values this week at 
$1,250,000,000.) 

Key issues were down a few 
cents to around $3 a share. Many 
sold at the cheapest price in a 
year or more and closed at the 
day’s low. The Associated Press 
stock averages closed down .7 
point at 61.6. Of 997 issues traded 
today, 619 closed lower.

Plea for Re-opening. 

Special Utilities Counsel Jerome 
M. Joffee, representing Kansas 
City, is pressing for a reopening 
of the case. He said he would 
ask Judge Blair to include in the 
awaited final order of the court 
a provision for reopening of the 
hearing before the commission. 

Joffee’s idea is that it would 
be fairer to all parties to base the 
eventual findings on complete fig- 
ures on 1948 operations, plus al- 
lowance for the wage increases 
granted last December, than to 
act on the basis of the evidence 
now in the record. This evidence 
is based on a four-month period 
of 1947, projected to an annual 
footing.

Holiday Tavern Closings, 

A bill to require the closing of 
taverns and bars on four holidays 
each year, in addition to Sundays, 
was introduced in the House late 
today by. Representative Russell 
Corn of Willow Springs. 

The measure would prohibit the 
sale of liquor on Christmas, Me- 
morial Day, Independence Day 
and Thanksgiving.

By Capt. A. H. Bogardus 
Wing Shot Champion of the World 


HREE times in the course of 
my experience in field-shooting 
I have killed 10 grouse with 
two barrels. Once in Menard 
county, near Salt Creek, late in 
November, I came upon a plank 
fence in a light snowstorm. It 
happened that there was a grape- 
vine growing thickly over part of 
the fence, and, getting this be- 
tween me and the birds, I secured 
a pretty close shot. They were 
scattered along the fence, for a 
distance of about 10 yards. With 
the first barre] I killed nine, and 
with the other one. Such shots as 
these are very seldom to be got. 
A man may shoot half a lifetime 
and never meet with one. 

Some men say that I am slow 
because I will not shoot until I 
have sighted the bird; but I think 
this sort of field-shots and .my 
time-matches at pigeons are suf- 
ficient to prove the contrary. I 
believe I am as quick as anybody 
I ever met, but I will not fire at 
random, and I advise the reader 
never to do 80. : 8 
Deer on a Glistening Prairie. 
The most beautiful sight I ever 
saw in my life was on a prairie 
at Oliver’s Grove, near 
worth, Iroquois county, Ill. We 
went in the night to Chatsworth, 
where there was no house then, 
intending to hunt turkeys at Oli-. 
ver's Grove at early morning. As 
there was no house at Chatsworth 
Station, we stayed in the railroad 
car till daylight. It was a bright. 
clear morning in December. and 
the sun, just risen, lit up all the 
prairie with its horizontal, glanc- 
ing rays. Every blade of grass on 
tke prairie, every tree in distant 
grove, glistened and sparkled like 
diamonds in strong light. 

Away in the distance, 500-yards 
out upon the prairie, there stood 
two deer, motionless and beauti- 
ful, we might almost have thought 
lifeless, they looked so strange in 
that wonderful scene; only we 
could see the breath streaming 
from their nostrils into the cold, 
frosty air. For dazzling radiance 
and strange beauty, I never before 
saw such a prospect, and may per- 
haps never see quite the like 
agein. After a while the deer 
walked leisurely off into the long 
grass and brush near the &

the human voice at that season of 
the year sooner than they will at 
the crack of the gun. If two men 
go along talking and gabbling, as 
I have seen and heard them do, 
the birds will nearly all rise out of 
shot, while they would have lain 
long enough to have afforded 
many fair shots if silence had been 
preserved. 


In order not to be obliged to talk 
and call to my dogs at such times, 
I have them broken to hunt to the 
whistle and the motion of the 
hand. I have had some dogs that 
would hunt all day and never 
make it necessary to speak to 
them. 

I have been out with men who 
would talk in spite of remon- 
strances against it. Either they 
did not believe it would scare up 
the birds, or it was not in their 
power to keep silent for half an 
hour at a time. There are, indeed, 
some people who never seem to 
be silent except when asleep, and 
very likely not then if dreams 
come over them. 

On these talking occasions late 
in the fall I have always noticed 
that we got very few grouse. 
Sometimes when I have believed 
a pack of grouse to be all up, I 
have spoken a word. or two to 


three more birds have risen right 
away. 

Another thing to be noted is 
this: When you are shooting 
grouse late in the fall, and the 
dog brings in a wounded one 
which flutters his wings, all the 
others within hearing will get up. 
That sound sets them on the wing 
as a man’s voice does, When they 
lie close at the loud report of the 
gun. I am not able to explain 
why this is, but so it is. There 
are many facts in nature in re- 
gard to the habits of game which 
the sportsman must accept, 
though he cannot arrive at the 
reason of them. . ’

Most of these are ills that spring from in- 


herent causes. But another of the major causes 
of Europe’s hardships is not inherent. It exists 
only because the governments themselves arbi- 
trarily created it. And that is the system of 
trade barriers that stands in the way of making 
the most of the continent’s resources, industry 
and skills. 

The balkanization which Europe imposes upon 
itself productively and commercially is such a 
burden that if it were imposed by a tyrant the 
countries concerned might well consider it an 
intolerable punishment. The fantastic unreason- 
ableness of it has been brought home to the 
imagination in a letter to the New York Times 
by Lloyd N. Cutler of Washington, who served 
with Lend-Lease and the economic branch of 
military intelligence during the war years. Wrote 
Mr. Cutler: 

Think of New York State trying to pro- 
duce its own steel by putting up a tariff 
against Pennsylvania, its own cars by a tar-

Threat to a New Minimum Wage 

Few pieces of legislation in the new Congress 
call out for passage as urgently as an incréase 
in the minimum wage for workers in interstate 
industries. The floor wage is now the 40-cent 
figure set 11 years ago. 

Everyone knows what has happened to the 
cost of living in the decade. Everyone who is 
reasonable will want to see the minimum in- 
creased to take care of those wage earners who 
have been left behind as inflationary forces 
have lifted prices out of their reach. 

Yet there is danger that a Southern Demo- 
erat-G. O. P. coalition will work to defeat the bill. 
This combine is already checking provisions 
which are unsound. Such a provision is the one 
that would extend the act to some retail busi- 
nesses and would cover “activities affecting 
commerce.” 

Up to now Congress’ authority to deal with 
wage and hour problems has been based on its 
constitutional obligation to “regulate commerce 
among the states.” Each state has been left to 
regulate intrastate commerce—commerce with- 
in its borders.

r ae is further from the 
truth. I remained to the end a 
Spaniard, and, above all, a Span- 
iard independent and haughty and 
in all the very difficult conversa- 
tions with Hitler and Ribbentrop I 
always acted that way—independ- 
ent and haughty. 

“That is why Hitler once said: 
Senor Serrano Suner has de 
stroyed and annulled Germany's 
plan to bring Spain into the war.” 

He told of a meeting with Hitler 
at which the Fuehrer reminded 
him of Germany’s part in winning 
the Spanish civil war and suggest- 
ed that Spain was now honor 
bound to pay its debt by joining 
the conflict. 

“T answered Hitler: Such a mix- 
ture of idealism and materialism 
is not understandable to a Span- 
iard.’ That is why Gen. Halder, 
then chief of staff, related in his 
diary: The sauve foreign Serrano 
Suner answered the Fuehrer in a 
very intelligent way.’ 

„I blush when I read this,“ he 
interpolated, “but it’s on the rec- 


„And finally Count Ciano, in the 
concluding pages of his diary, re- 
yeals his hatred of me, thus giving 
added weight to the fact that I 
preserved Spanish independence. 
Ciano is telling Mussolini of a 
meeting he had with Hitler and 
myself. He says: The atmosphere 
of’the conversation between Hitler 
and the’ Spanish representative 
was correct but cold. Serrano 
Suner has not yet found the prop- 
er tone for talking with Germans, 
nor does it seem that he cares 
very much about finding it. He 
says things with such clarity that 
it makes them jump from their 
chairs.“

Some Wage-Cost Data 

Although economic information 
was difficult to get, the delega- 
tion said it was told that in some 
Russian iron factories the aver- 
age wage per month was 800 to 
850 rubles, while in a food factory 
it was. 600 rubles. 

Officially, the ruble is equiva- 
lent to one Norwegian crown (20 
United States cents). But the dele- 
gation estimated the ruble’s pur- 
chasing power at 10 per cent of a 
crown for most consumers’ 
and perhaps 16 or 17. per cent for 
certain basic foods. 

The delegation noted there is no 
rationing of ordinary Russian con- 
sumers’ goods, in contrast to Nor- 
way’s strict rationing system.

One kilogram (2.2 pounds) of 
wheat bread—7.80 rubles ($1.56).

Half-liter of vodka — 60 rubles 
($12).

The health and welfare of a 
community is dependent on the 
adequacy of food available to it, 
Dr. Robert E. Shank, professor 
of preventive medicine at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, told the Dairy Council 
today at a meeting at the Park 
Plaza Hotel. 

From a community viewpoint, 
poorly fed residents form a pool 
in which social insurrection fre- 
quently starts, Dr. Shank said. On 
a larger scale, he added, famine 
frequently leads to revolt, war or 
other widespread social disturb- 
ances. In St. Louis, he continued, 
furnishing of an adequate diet to 
all will require the co-operation 
of all farm, marketing and dis- 
tributing agencies; a program of 
nutritional education for the pub- 
lic and economic conditions which 
will make food of desirable quan- 
tity and quality available to all.

The Consumer Federation of St. 
‘Louis may send a delegation of 
housewives and nutrition experts 
to inspect the city’s larger bak- 
eries. 

The organization is considering 
such action as a result of recent | 
disclosures of insanitary condi- 
tions in some bakeries, Mrs. 
Marion Weir, chairman of the 
federation, said today. The fed- 
eration also has under tonsidera- 
tion support of the proposal that 


the city grade and inspect bak- 
eries. 


“We realize that if we looked 
over bakeries, it would not take 
the place of official inspection by 
federal and statc ag s,“ Mrs. 
Weir said, “but we want to see

intestines and to supply elements 
needed by the body. 

Directions for none of these 
claims are included on the label, 
the libel stated. United States 
Judge Roy W. Harper ordered 
attachment of the 129 boxes, 
which contain 50 capsules each, 
and made the attachment return- 
able March 16.

ORMAN KRASNA used the same general technique in his 
Na farce, “JOHN LOVES MARY,” as he did in his 
exceedingly funny “Dear Kuth.” He has a way of exploit- 

ing the comic possibilities of a simple misunderstanding 30 
that it is magnified into a hopelessly tangled 

mess, and is a fast man with a gag line. So 

“John Loves Mary,” was a box-office hit on 

Broadway, although it failed to last long 

enough on the road to get to St. Louis. The 

Warner Brothers film version of the play, 

now at the AMBASSADOR THEATER. gets 

all the laughs of the play, but hasn't covered 

any of the weaknesses. It starts out at 
but its farcical situation is stretched pretty thin along the 
middle, and it just about saves itself with a good finish gag. 


In case you don't know the plot, it's an involved one about 
a sergeant returning from overseas who is anxious to marry 
his girl, a Senator's daughter, Only he has already married an 
English acrobatic dancer so that she could get into this country 
to marry his buddy who saved his life, only the buddy had 
given up trying to find her and has married another girl and 
is having a baby. The sergean’t girl wants to get married 
right away, but he has to wait for his English bride to get a 
divorce in Reno, and fakes being recalled to active duty. One 
of those things which could have been solved by a simple 
explanation, as it is in the end. The film is good fun up to 
the point where the situation is overdone beyond all common 
sense, particularly in a fuddy-duddy general who tries to get 
the sergeant out of his fictitious assignment. For farce to be 
funny, there has to be a certain amount of believable :ealism 
in the situation for contrast. 


Ronald Reagan is sufficient in the more or less straight 
comedy of the sergeant, but Jack Carson tries a little tov hard 
as his dumb friend. A newcomer, Patricia Neal, who played 
Regina in the stage version of “Another Part of the Forest.” 
is introduced as the heroine. She is a handsome, stately girl, 
but a bit too formidable for our taste, and has a rather grating 
accent which sounds as if it is an English one modified for 
American audiences, but could scarcely be because Miss Neal 
comes from Tennessee and Chicago. Edward Arnold makes a 
good dictatorial Senator, and Virginia Field does a nice bit 
as the cockney war bride. 

“John Loves Mary“ provides a fairly diverting evening, 
but don’t expect another “Dear Ruth.”

West might have jumped to four 
spades over South's three hearts, 
and if he had done so he would 
have had no problem of defense, 
Having failed to take this action 
he ce should have bid four 
spades on the next round, rather 
than double a contract against 
which he had no great number of 
tricks. As it happened, the four- 
heart contract could have been de- 
feated, but here, too, West stubbed 
his toe. 

West's opening lead of the spade 
king was sound enough, The de- 
clarer won with the blank ace, 
cashed the ace of trumps, and 
then led a diamond toward dum- 
my. West went right in with the 
diamond ace and, when his part- 
ner signaled with the queen, 
West exited by leading the dia- 
mond ten. 

Dummy’s king was put up and 
declarer ruffed away the last dia- 
mond with a high trump, Then 
he went back to dummy with a 


‘ trump and ruffed the spade four. 


Now he again returned to dummy 
with a trump, led the spade jack 
and passed it, discarding a low 
club!
